W right and the ether plaintiffs 
all have children who are pupils in 
a St. Louis high school.

The purpose of the case was to 
enjoin the S t Louis board of edu­ 
cation against enforcing a rule de­ 
claring pupils who became members 
of high school fraternities Ineligible 
to membership in organizations fos­ 
tered by the school. 
The rule also stated that these 
fraternity members were not eligi­ 
ble to represent the high school and 
j could not participate in graduation 


I exercises. 
The case was tried in 
St. Louis courts, which dismissed 
the plaintiffs* petition. The supreme 
court today reversed this and re­ 
manded the case with directions to 
the circuit that the first decision be 
set aside and for the circuit court to 
enter a decree perpetually enjoining 
, the board from in any manner en- 
I forcing this fraternity rule.
